Politicians of All the Larger Cities it 


is Said Will Oppose the Proposed 


Measure. 


Columbus, O., Nov. 22.—The advo- 


cates of municipal reform won a sub- 
stantial victory at the meeting of the 
State Chamber of Commerce through 
the adoption of the revised municipal 
code and the rejection of die Lieben 
plan. 
The municipal code was pre- 


pared by Judge Pugh of this city, and 
Edward Kibler of Newark, ana pro- 
vides for a uniform system of govern- 
ment for cities and towns throughout 
the state. It was introduced in the 
General Assembly two years ago, but 
met with violent opposition because 
ii contained a provision for municipal 
ownership and a uon-partisan ballot. 
These were eliminated in a hill drawn 
by the State Bar Association. 
The 


L-ieben bill which was introduced at 
the same session, provided that every 
municipality should be permitted to 
write its own charter, being the fre- 
est of home rule. 


ft. was 'attacked by the municipal 


code supporters, who impugned the 
motives of those behind it, declaring 
that, they were serving corporate 'in- 
terests which wanted no disturbance 
oi' the present system. After the ad- 
journment of the General Asaemblt. 
without the adoption of 'either meas- 
ure, the matter was taken up by the 
State Chamber of Commerce and thie 
State Bar Association. The impres- 
sion gained 
ground that th'e State 


Board of Commerce favored the Lie- 
ben plan, but this is now.denied, arid 
the denial is corroborated by the ac- 
tion of th'e ruling council of that 
body.

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JHE WAR OF SUGAR INTERESTS. 


The American sugar trust proposes 


a -war on beet sugar! and in carrying 
it out has recently made a cut in gran- 
ixlated sugar from 5.03 cents to 3.5 
cents -per pound. 
The public -would 


have been agreeable had the cut in 
prices been general, but it applies 
only to sugar shipped west of the 
Missouri river points, and is aimed at 
the beet" sugar refiners of Utah, Col- 
orado, California and Nebraska, where 
nineteen-twentietns of the beet sugar 
product -of the United States is pro- 
duced. It is the practice of these re- 
finers to contract for their output at 
10 points below the sugar trust prices 
and at the discount the beet sugar 
makers have been able to market all 
their product If they meet the trust 
reduction by a cut of 10 points be- 
low tfie. trust prices they will be sub- 
jected to heavy losses and forced to 
abandon their refineries and cease pro- 
duction. The market for sugar beets 
•would be destroyed, involving tremen- 
dous losses to farmers who have un- 
dertaken beet culture on a large scale. 


The sugar trust is undoubtedly 


seeking to promote the use of cane 
pugar and discourage the beet sugar 
industry. It therefore seeks the im- 
portation of cane sugar duty free. 
It 


has secured it from Hawaii and Porto 
Rico, and expects the same as to Cu- 
_ba!S-Sugar product. This is relied on 
to crush out the beet sugar industry. 
The trust, to s'ecure free sugar from 
Cuba, is believed to favor annexation 
and place Cuban exports of sugar on 
the same basis as the imports from 
Hawaii and Porto Rico. 
The trust 


sees tfie large development of the beet 
sugar industry in this 'country -with 
some alarm. If it grows to such an 
extent as to supply the home market 
the trust's business will be impaired, 
if not "destroyed. 
It wants free law 


sugar from abroad, with a high tariff 
en its refined product, which is the 
eole business of the trust.

CLASH AT ATHENS 


As a Result of Religious Agitation. 


Thousands Protest. 


Athens, Nov. 22.—The proposal to 


translate the Gospels into modern 
treek caused bloodshed in trie streets 
Of this city. 


Twenty thousand persons assembled 


around the grounds of the temple of 
Jupiter Olympus and took part in a 
demonstration organized by tbe stu- 
dents. A resolution was passed call- 
,ng on the holy synod to excommuni- 
cate any person who translated the 
gospels into Greek as now spoken. 
Eight hundred marines were landed 
and co-operated with the troeps in 
patrolling the locality. Several col- 
lisions occurred. 


During the demonstrations follow- 


ing the assemblage several shots were 
fired at M. Theotokis, the Greek pre- 
mier, but without effect. 
Seven per- 


sons were killed, 30 were severely and 
many others slightly wounded. Great 
excitement prevails. 
Strong military 


detachments guard the palace and the 
residence of the premier. Everywhere 
anxious groups are discussing the sit- 
uation. Heartrending scenes occurred 
when the bodies of the dead were 
handed over to their relatives. It is 
rumored that armed men have arrived 
at the university, but the building is 
still guarded by the students, who are 
adopting military discipline. Among 
those slightly injured are the prefect 
of police of Athens and tbe prefect of 
Attica. A political motive, connected 
with the Slav propaganda in Greece, 
underlies this religious movement. 


French Miners Talk Strike. 


Paris, Nov. 22.—The situation in the 


mining centers of France is again ap 
preaching a climax. The next day or 
two will see a definite decision upon 
the question of a general strike. The 
result of the recent referendum, which, 
while it gave a majority in favor on 
the actual number who voted, actually 
indicated tbat 'a very considerable 
number of the miners were either op- 
posed to a strike or not enthusiastic, 
impelled the federation officials to put 
off a strike declaration on the plea 
that it was advisable to await the de- 
cisions fcf the commission of the 
chamber of deputies engaged in study- 
ing the demands of the miners. It 
now appears unlikely that the com- 
mission will satisfy these demands, 
and the extreme partisans are eadeav- 
oring to force the hand of the federa- 
tion officials in favor of a strike.

of certain drugs, and any ordinary trap 
set in their haunts is likely to be suc- 
cessful if dresspd with these scents, the 
attraction of •which, rat catchers affirm, 
they cannot resist. An example is: 
Powdered assafetida, eight grains; oil 
ot rhodium, two drains: oil of aniseed, 
one dram; oil of lavender, one-half 
dram. Shake together in a bottle an-1 
use a very small quantity to dress the 
bait. 


To catch rats, cover a common barrel 


•with stiff, stout paper, tying the edge 
rou;>rt the barrel. Place a board so that 
the rats may have easy access to the 
top. Sprinkle cheese parings or other 
food for the rats on the paper "for sev- 
eral days until they begin to think that 
they have a right to their ilnily rations 
from this source. Then place in the 
bottom of the barrel a piece of roc-lc 
about six or seven inches isitrh, filling 
with -water until only enough of it 
projects above tbe water for one rat to 
lodge upon. 


Now replace the paper, first rutting a 


cross in the middle, and the first rat 
that conies on the barrel top goes 
through into the Trater and climbs on 
the rock. The paper comes back to its 
original position, and tii>' second rat 
follows the first. Then besins a fight 
for the possession of the dry place on 
the stone, the noise of which attracts 
the others, who share the bauie fate.--
